OPEN SESSION 

1. Chairman's Remarks 


Mr. McNaughton opened the meeting with a welcome to the visitors and expressed an 
urgency to proceed with the meeting since the hour was late. 


2. Approval of Minutes 


Vice-Rector Martin proposed that the minutes of 21st October, 1982 meeting with 
respect to the motion by Waters/Dinsmore concerning the appeal on pension by Loyola 
group be corrected to read: 


THAT 


the Benefits Committee of the Board report progress at the November 
Board meeting on the cost of updating the Loyola pension plan to make it 
equivalent to the Sir George Williams pension plan, and recommend how 
this could be financed. 


It was moved and seconded (Bourgault/Sankar) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT the minutes of 21st October, 1982 as corrected be approved. 


Business Arising from the Minutes 


Mr. Fisher informed the Board that on the Monday following the last Board meeting the 
motion concerning the Loyola pension was acted upon and the advice of the actuarial 
firm, William Mercer, was sought. This advice was received today prior to this meeting. 
The Employees Benefits Committee will meet with questions to the actuaries and will 
report to the Board in December. 


Board members cited topics of concern such as the history of the two plans, costs of 
adjustment and mode of financing. 


Reports 


(a) Vice-Rector Daniel moved and it was seconded by Professor Gabriel-Lacki and 
unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT the Board recognizes the establishment of the Centre for Studies in 
Behavioral Neurobiology/Le Centre d'étude en neurobiologie 
comportementale which shall report to the Chairman of the 
Department of Psychology for administrative purposes. 


Vice-Rector Daniel pointed out that this formal recognition was required by the 
granting agency which would be supporting world class research on drug 
dependency among other subjects and this did not imply any additional financial 
expenditures an the part of the university. 


(b) Vice-Rector Martin, on behalf of the Rector, commanded the university football 
team (Concordia Stingers) on its superior performance and the good press it gave 
to the university. It was moved and seconded (G. Murray/Sankar) and 
unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT the commendation be communicated to the team. 


(c) On behalf of the Rector, Vice-Rector Martin suggested that action should be taken 
soon to effect the change of the Board membership since there were expectations 
among possible new constituencies. The Chairman suggested that the matter be 
deferred until the December meeting and upon the suggestion of Professor 
Hoecker-Drysdale, constituted an ad hoc committee of the Board consisting of 
Professor Hoecker-Drysdale, Ms. Hirsh and Mr. Bourgault to assist Rector 


O'Brien in reviewing the suggestions for change already received. It was requests 
that this committee submit its recommendation to the Board prior to the next 
meeting. 


(d) It was moved and seconded (Huza/Daniel) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT the Board endorse the initiatives in the formation and development 
of the Concordia Alumni Association as outlined in the Rector's 
report contained in document BG-82-10-D60. 


Several members of the Board were not persuaded that the title of the association 
(Concordia Graduate Society) was appropriate and would have preferred the word 
"Alumni" and would like the title to be changed unless arguments to the contrary 
are overwhelming. 


(e) It was moved and seconded (Grassby/Gabriel-Lacki) and unanimously 
RESOLVED: 


THAT Mr. Douglas Devenne, Director of Ancillary Services of Concordia 
University, be authorized to apply for "autorisations de la dense" 
for areas covered by permits numbered 81-09781, 81-09780, 
81-09778. 


(f) It was moved and seconded (Grassby/Gabriel-Lacki) and unanimously 
RESOLVED: 


THAT Associate Professor of Marketing, M. Laroche, be elected to the 
Corporation of Concordia University. 


New Business 


Several members spoke of the students’ successful production of the programme 
"Roadblocks". Students in particular noted the good media coverage and remarked that the 
programme was most informative with respect to the functioning of government relating 
to their concerns.
